NEVADA INSURANCE. 


Tb.9 Elko Independent very pertinently 


remarks: 


We hava received from State Controller 


Htlleck aa abstract of statements of insur- 
ance companies doiag business ia tho State 
of Nevada during the year eniing Decem- 
ber 31, 1889. 
From this it appears that 


there ate thirty-six companies interested in 
business ia this State, not one of which is 
a Nevada institntion. 
These insurance 


companies took risks daring the past year 
aggregating $4,953,846 95, on which they 
received premiums amounting to $135,- 
076 36. Tha losses paid during the year 
amounted to $111,226 32, leaving a profit 
to the companies of $23,850 01. 
Deduct- 


ing a small per cant, from this for ex- 
penses, salaries of Agents, ete , there still 
remains a handsome profit to the insurers. 
Tbe above is for fire insurance alone, and 
is exclusive of life and accident business 
and assessment associations, which ia no 
inconsiderable sum. 


The question naturally arises, why would 


it not be a paying investment to inaugurate 
a sonnd insurance company within the 
State? A large amount of this vast outlay 
might just as well be kept within tbe State, 
and the people of Nevada would certainly 
prefer to patronize a home institution 
rather than one located at London or Liv- 
erpool, England; Dablm, Ireland; Ham- 
burg, Germany; Toronto, Canada; Auck- 
land, New Zealand, or various cities in tbe 
United States, both East and West, all of 
which are represented in the insurance 
business within the State of Nevada. We 
suggest that a Nevada insurance company 
be formed, which would eventually super- 
cede these foreign corporations in taking 
risks on property within tbe State, and pay 
a handsome profit on the capital invested 
in tbe enterprise. 


The Saa Francisco Bulletin says: "The

CAGOANS ON A STREET CAR. ' 


Stolen from Home When Five Years of 


Age, He Visits Every Country on tha 
Globe—Slaver, Millionaire and Philoso- 
pher—Now Living In Michigan. 


Cor No. 84 on the south side cable stopped 


a moment oil Wabash avenue at tbe corner' 
of Randolph street and took on board a tall, 
straight old man, whose long gray beard 
swept almost to his waist, but "whose bright 
eye and upright bearing spoke tha man of 
maturity, not decrepitude. At State street, 
as the car rounded into the loop, a second old 
man, evidently a farmer, stepped on board 
and took a seat by the ancient of days. As 
the train passed on around into Wabash ave- 
nue again perhaps a dozen others got on the 
cor, all well dressed and clearly moving in an 
element aside from that of the two strange 
characters who sat side by side. The old man 
moved np to his farmer companion and the 
two fell to talking quietly until Havlin's thea- 
tre was reached. The car Btopped_and sev- 
eral persons got out to join the crowd, press- 
Ing into the foyer. 


HAD VISITED THEATRES. 


"Lots of folks going in there who can't pay 


their rent," said the ancient. "Lots of 'erA 
don't own the clo's on their back.

"How old are you?" 
"Seventy-nine. I was bom m 1810 in Wil- 


ton, a httle town m New York state, on the 
edge of an Indian reservation. 


In May, 1S15, my father's brother, who 


was a sailor, took me for a walk in the 
woods, and I didu't get back till 1835. Ha 
carried mo to New York and put me on 
board a vessel to Liverpool, that he had 
shipped on for a three years' voyage. 


We never leached New York for seven 


years, and then I had a good chance to ship 
again and went off without going homo. 
But I always recollected my folks aqd.where 
I used to live, and how old I was when nnoja 
took me 8^way. 
( 
I learned to road on shipboard and used to 


get books and i ead about strange countries, 
Then I would talk to sailors, and when a 
voyage ^ as over I would ship on some craft 
going whei o I wanted to go. That way I 
learned pretty near all languages. Any of 
you talk French!" 


The lady did, and he proved to her his claim 


to a mastery of that tongue. 


"Anybody talk Russian, or Spanish, or 


German 1" 


The lady tried him in Spanish and a gentle- 


man present approved his German. 
The 


other languages had to be taken on trust, but 
the passengers exchanged glances eloquent of 
faith in the ancient.

"Inl837,» he continued, "I drifted down to 


New Orleans, and old man Meacham there, a 
rich old slave dealer—you've all read about 
him—was getting up a crew • for the slave 
trade, and I shipped with him. He wanted 
only choice men and he got 'em. He paid 
every one the best wages for able seamen, and 
besides that arranged that each one who 
stayed with him five years should get §200,000 
from his estate when he died. 


"Old Meacham died three years after he 


hired his crew, and only two fellows stayed 
in his service till tha five years were up. 
They had got good pay for their work, and 
got good offers to Bhip again, and they left 
and went. I stayed the five years, and got 
the $200,000 ho left me in his will. I went 
into business for myself then—built a boat 
for $100,000 aud carried passengers to France 
and England. I wouldn't carry a ton of 
freight for no money, and my packet was the 
finest thing that ever floated out of New Or- 
leans. Passengers had to pay for it, though, 
and I made a heap of money. In 18441 built 
the first ironclad boat that was over put up 
in Boston. It was before the day of metal 
bottoms, but I spent $47,000 in iron plates 
half an inch thick on that boat. She run all 
right, but sho run into aa'iceberg in a fog 
bank off Newfoundland in 1846, and was 
simk_with ci ew, passengers and cargo. 


"I've bqllt many a vessel in my time, and 


made a heap of money. I was in tha Red sea 
trade till I lost a square rigged ship there. I've 
lost one ship m the Atlantic, two in tho Pa' 
cific, one in the Red sea and three ia the Mis- 
sissippi river. 


"Where do you live now?" asked one of the 


gentlemen. 


"Benton Harbor, Mich. Nice town, too. 


Just drifted there. Got some money left, but 
I've lost a heap." 


The end of the trip had been reached. The 


lady had left the cor some blocks back, and 
only three gentlemen stood beside him. The 
old man turned to go. 


"I'm stopping till Tuesday at 2726 Calumot 


avenue. You can find out there I'm telling 
the truth. But you young men look here," 
and he grasped the two nearest him with a 
vigor that would have done credit to half his 
years, "I'm old enough to be your Brand- 
father, and I never drank, chewed nor 
smoked, but I've seen more life in more lands, 
had more fun and more trouble than all 
three of you'll ever know about. But take 
my advice and don't drift."—Chicago Her- 
ald.
